Tendency to Shrink From the 
League on World Matters

ROME, Dec. 11—"I go back to 
Mngland with increased confidence 
in the future of the League of 
Nations,” was the declaration of 
Austen Chamberlain, British foreign 
minister, delivered tonight at an 
invpressive public session of the lea 
gue'g council 

While the council probably wil! 
continue to sit two days more, Mr 
Chamberlain will start back for 
London tumorrow. 

Satisfied with Trip 

The head of the British foreign 
office apparently is immensely satis- 
fied with his trip to Italy. He has 
succeeded in putting off a discus- 
sion by the council of the Geneva 
peace protocol! until the March ses 
sion so that Britain may have time 
to consult her dominions on its car- 
dinal features which excited their 
upprehensions. He has side-tracked 
up to the moment of his leave- 
tuking at least, all attempts to se 
cure the council's intervention in| 
the Anglo-Egyptian conflict, and he 
hag had satisfactory conversations | 
with Premier Mussolini, in the di- | 
rection of establishing closer co- | 
operation between Great Britain 
and Italy on the Mediterranean 
problems. 


Pieases Pope 

Finally Mr Chamberlain has 
pleased the pope by assurance of 
constant collaboration on matters; 
affecting the Vatican and the 
British empire as, for example 
questions touching the Holy Land 

But if the British foreign miinis- 
ter hag officially left the council 
board with an apparently happy 
ending to the various issues in 
which he was interested, Senator 
Fanous, of Wgypt, has not abandon- 
ed hope of some eleventh hour 
move in the council calculated to 
force an examination of the Egyp- 
tian preblem.

ernment. This increased continental 
attachment is being closely second- 
ed by countries of Latin-America 
which seem to be turning toward 
the Geneva organization with re- 
mewed hope of @ mechanism calcu- 
lated to safeguard their interests.
